ably displaces that which is better, All the 
lofty maxims of Confucianism have been wholly 
ineffective in guarding the Confucianists from 
fear of the goblins and and devils which figure 
so largely in Taoism. It has often been remarked, 
and with every appearance of truth, that there 
. is no other civilised. nation in existence 
which is under’ such bondage to superstition’ 
and. credutity as the Chinese, Wealthy. 
merchants and learned scholars are not ashamed 
to be seen on the two days ofthe month set 
. gpart-for. that purpose, worshipping the fox, the 
weasel, the hedgehog, the snake, and the rat, all 
of which in printed placards are styled ‘ Their 
* Excellencies,’ and are thought to have an im- 
* ‘portant effect on human destiny, Itisnot many 
years since the most prominent statesman in 
China fell on his knees before ‘a water-anake 
which someane had been pleased to represcnt as 
an embodiment of Lung Wang, the god of floods, 
himself supposed to bethe incarnationofanofficial 
Of'a fornier. dynasty, whose success in dealing 
with brimming rivers was held to be mira- 
culous, ‘This Lung Wang is generally regarded 
as the rain-god, in regions adjacent to water- 
ways, but ata little distance in the interior, the 
god of war, Kuan Ti, is much more likely to be 
worshipprd for the same purpose, but sometimes 
. both are supplanted by the Kuan Yin P‘u Sa or 
Goddess ol Mercy, To'a Chinese this does not 
seem at all irrational, for his mind is'free from 
' all presumptions as to the unity of nature, and it 
‘is very hard, for him to appreciate the absurdity, 
- even, when it is, demonstrated to him. In con- 
‘nection’ wilh these prayers for rain, ‘another 
curious. and most significant facthas often 
been browght to our. notice. In the famous 
Chinese novel culled the ‘Travels to the West,’ 
one of the, principal characters was originally a 
_ monkey hatched from ao stone, and by slow 
. degrees of evolution developed intoa man. In 
sore places this imaginary being is worshipped 
aparain god, to the exclusion of both Lung 
Wang,and Kuan Ti, No instance could put in 
aclearer light than this the total lack in China 
-of any dividing line between the real and the 
fictitious. Toa western mind, causes and effects 
are correlative, What'may be the intuitions of 
cause and cficct inthe mind ofa Chinese who 
prays to a non-cxistent monkey to induce a fall

“Tilustrations,” of the remuneration of authors 
until the days of Dr. Samuel Johnson. Before 
this time Ntcrary men, as a rule depended on the

‘and, as an acknowledgement oftheir obligations, 
Acdicated their works tothem., The dedications 
. Were frequently made in most fulsome terms. 
The position of the writer was certainly a very 
mean one; indeed, it might fitly be pronounced 
degrading; when he had exhausted his 
| possibilities of;patrona.e he atarved. It was 
: Johnaon—the giant in the world of lettera—who 
roke through the objectionable castom and 
taught the author to Jook to the reading public 
for support, and not to a wealthy patron, 4 
Oldys, in onc of his manuscipts,, says that 
. “Hamlet” was sold for £5; but-he does not 
‘mention his authority for the statement. It 
appears, from a publication of Robert Greene, 
in 1592, the price of a drama was zo nobles, or 
about £6 138.
